The House of Representatives 
of the Mississippi Legislature 
recently adopted by a vote of 
89 to 19 a resolution condemn- 
ing Hodding Carter, editor of 
the Greenville, Miss, Delta 
Democrat Times. Carter had 
published an article in a nation- 
al magazine criticizing some of 
the devices adopted by Missis- 
sippians in, their rebellion 
against the Supreme Court’s 
ruling on segregation. 

Editor Carter’s editorial com- 
ment on the 89 lawmakers who 
had voted to condemn him was 
refreshing. Wrote Carter: | 

“Those 89 character-mobbers| 
can go to hell, collectively or!) 
singly, and wait until I back 
down. They needn't plan on re- 
turning.” 

Californians who feel that it 
is essential for Mississippians to 
adjust themselves to modernity 
are naturally pleased to hear of 
an editor standing up against 
the conformist mob opinion. But 
the roots of Carter’s indepen- 
dence are aristocratic and snob- 
bish rather than democratic and 
equalitarian.

GREENVILLE SNOBS 

Relatively small as Greenville 
is, with less than 30,000 popu- 
lation, it is the trade, shipping, 
and processing center of the 
rich Mississippi - Yazoo delta 
country, a heavy cotton pro- 
ducing area. Not only that, it is 
the center of a cluster of haugh- 
ty and aristocratic families, 
heirs of the old Southern tra- 
ditions of “the officer and gen- 
tleman.” The late William Alex- 
ander Percy, author of “Lan- 
terns on the Levee,” is one of 
the famous names on _ those 
families’ roll of honor. 

Hodding Carter stems out of 
that environment. And it has 
long been recognized that the 
“officer and gentleman” of the 
Old South could well afford to 
be more liberal in his attitude 
toward the Negro than could the 
poor whites or “peckerwoods” 
of that region who found them-)| 
selves in economic competition 
with the Negro. 

So while one thrills with ad-} 
miration for Hodding Carter’s| 
rapier-flashing scorn for those 
89 members of the Legislature,! 
one feels that something more 
than the tradition of the Con+ 
federate officer is needed to 
solve the problems of Missis- 


sippi.

Jurs, Backed 
By IAM, Wins 
School Spot 


Candidates backed by the AFL 
in the Oakland primary election 
did very well indeed. 

John W. Homlidahl won @ 
place on the City Council, de- 
feating incumbent Paul W,. 
Heisey by 30,149 to 29,341. 

John F. Quinn, president of 
the Central Labor Council, 
forced incumbent Howard E. 
Rilea into a runoff for the City 
Council. The vote was 23,793 
for Quinn, 26,604 for Rilea, and 
Earl N. Byers 11,303. With only 
Quinn and Rilea left in the race 
a the runoff on May 17, 
Quinn’s campaign manager, 
James Murphy, said that the 
chances were excellent for 
Quinn winning. But Murphy em- 
phasized the need for redoubled 
effort in the campaign for the 
May 17 race. 


The third candidate for the 
City Council backed by the AFL, 
incumbent Dr. Grover H. Mac- 
Leod, was defeated by Peter M. 
Tripp; the vote was 33,955 for 
Tripp, 28,674 for MacLeod. 

In the race for school direc- 
|tors, that is, members of the 
Oakland Board of Education, 
the AFL’s chief candidate, John 
J. King of the International As- 
sociation of Machinists, had no 
opposition, but got a big vote 
for both the short term he was 
appointed to fill, and for the full 
term. 

Peter Jurs, who was backed 
by the IAM for a place on the 
Board of Education, defeated 
incumbent David S. Tucker, rec- 
ommended by the AFL Voters 
|League, by a vote of 32,748 to 
25,769. R 

L. Sylvester Odom, backed by” 
the AFL, was defeated by in- 
cumbent Education Board Mem- 
ber Carl B. Munck by a vote of 
38,353 to 22,805. 


Richard L. Grodin, backed by 
the AFL for return to the Board 
of Education, was unopposed. 

On the charter amendments, 
the two which the AFL recom- 
mended for a YES vote carried: 
No. 4, simplifying purchasing 
/procedure; and No. 8, creating 
|a Deputy Police Chief exempt 
‘from Civil Service. 

No. 10, providing for the even- 
tual abolition of the ranks of 
Captain of Inspectors and In- 
spectors, had been marked for 
a NO vote by the AFL, and it 
was defeated. 

No. 2, eliminating one-year 
Oakland residence requirement 
for contract workers, was op- 
posed by the AFL, but it carried. 

No. 5, eliminating publishing 
of ordinances in book form, was 
opposed by the AFL, but it care 
ried. 

The voters went against AFL 
recommendations on the other 
charter amendments. 

But the general feeling was 
that labor had done well in the 
election, and would win the 
runoff for Quinn if the cam- 
paign was carried on vigorously.

Very little attention has been paid to a scheme for return- 
ing this State to the absolute control of the Big Business Re- 
publican Pary disguised as a non-partisan alliance of benev- 
olent citizens. 

The scheme, introduced by State Senator Earl Desmond 

of Sacramento—listed as a Democrat!—was embodied in a 
bill providing that legislative offices be nonpartisan. The bill 
actually passed the State Senate by a vote of 25 to 9, four 
Senators listed as Democrats joining in the move to kill the 
Democratic Party in California. 

Both Republicans and Democrats among the 9 voting 
against the bill pointed out that if there were no party respon- 
sibility in the Legislature it would be the lobbyists for special 
interests who would dominate both houses with very little 
check on their activities.

Herbert A. Perry, the mem- 
ber of Steamfitters 342 who has 
been studying at the London 
School of Economics, writes 
from Madrid, which he has 
reached in a tour of Europe. He 
Says: 

When I crossed the border 
into Spain I ‘noticed a very 
sharp contrast between the! 
casual French customs and the 
officious Spanish guards so typi- 
cal of a police state.
